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REMARKS 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1, 5 and 7 under 35 USC 102(e) as unpatentable over 
Chu et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,774,010). The Examiner has rejected claim 3 under 35 USC 103(a) 
as unpatentable over Chu et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,774,010). The Examiner has rejected claim 2 
under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Chu et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,774,010) in view of 
Applicant admitted prior art (figure 1, paragraph [0004]). The Examiner has rejected claim 4 
under 35 USC 103(e) as unpatentable over Chu et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,774,010) in view of 
Yonehara et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,453,394). The Examiner has rejected claim 6 under 35 USC 
103(e) as unpatentable over Chu et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,774,010) in view of Tavanaka et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,107,213). The Applicant respectfully traverses. The cited references, either 
individually or in combination, fail to teach or render obvious all of the limitations of the 
Applicant's claims. In particular, the cited references fail to teach the element of independent 
claim 1 of "forming a layer of variable density porous silicon on a top surface of a silicon 
substrate". In contrast, Chu , Yonehara , and Tavanaka teach forming porous silicon layers of 
uniform density. Therefore, the Applicant respectfully submits that independent claim 1, and the 
claims that depend upon and incorporate the limitations of claim 1, are not anticipated or 
rendered obvious in view of the cited references.
